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Trade  Surplus  Down  -  November’s 
agricultural  trade  surplus  totaled  $1 .9 
billion,  $114  million  less  than  October,  as 
exports  declined  slightly  more  than 
imports  (table  3).  The  cumulative 
surplus  for  January-November  1992 
totaled  $1 6.6  billion,  1 4  percent  ahead  of 
last  year. 

Exports  Fall  -  Agricultural  exports 
dropped  7  percent  from  October  to  $3.9 
billion,  and  about  $140  million  below  a 
year  earlier.  Dairy  exports  fell  sharply  to 
$72  million  after  a  strong  increase  in 
October.  Horticultural  exports  dropped 
to  $574  million,  with  the  sharpest  drop  in 
fruit  juice  and  tree  nut  shipments.  Un¬ 
manufactured  tobacco  exports  continued 
upwards  to  nearly  $1 70  million,  the 
highest  since  April.  Grain  sorghum 
exports  dropped  again  to  329,000  tons. 
January-November  1 992  exports  totaled 
$39.1  billion,  11  percent  over  the  1991 
period. 

Wheat  exports  dropped  to  2.9  million 
tons,  on  lower  shipments  to  most  major 
destinations,  but  were  larger  than 
average  November  shipments.  Japan 
was  the  leading  market  at  363,000  tons, 
followed  by  the  former  Soviet  Union 
(359,000  tons),  Egypt  (344,000  tons), 
and  Pakistan  (263,000  tons).  Cumu¬ 
lative  export  volume  for  1 992  totaled  31 
million  tons,  7  percent  ahead  of  1 991 . 

Com  exports  totaled  4.9  million  tons,  the 
most  shipped  since  June  1990.  Exports 
to  the  former  Soviet  Union  jumped  to 
over  1 .2  million  tons,  and  deliveries  to 
southern  Africa  rose  to  over  600,000 
tons  after  slipping  in  October.  Ship¬ 
ments  to  Korea  were  400,000  tons,  the 
largest  of  the  year.  Exports  declined 
slightly  to  Japan  (925,000  tons)  and 
Taiwan  (548,000  tons).  January- 
November  exports  were  nearly  39  million 
tons,  8  percent  below  year-earlier 
volumes. 

Soybean  exports  declined  to  2.3  million 
tons,  but  were  slightly  larger  than  past 
November  shipments.  Belgium, 
Germany,  the  Netherlands,  and  Spain 
continued  as  major  buyers  with  ship¬ 
ments  of  nearly  1  million  tons.  Brazil 


purchased  21 1 ,000  tons,  the  first 
substantial  shipments  since  1987. 
Exports  to  Japan  dropped  to  325,000 
tons,  and  slipped  to  Taiwan  at  267,000 
tons.  January-November  exports  totaled 
almost  18  million  tons,  a  16  percent 
increase  over  a  year  earlier. 

Cotton  exports  turned  upwards  for  the 
first  time  since  June,  increasing  to 
88,000  tons,  but  were  substantially 
lower  than  November  1991  shipments. 
Exports  were  up  sharply  to  Korea 
(22,000  tons),  Japan  (13,000  tons),  and 
Mexico  (12,000  tons).  There  were  9,000 
tons  shipped  to  Egypt,  the  first  ship¬ 
ments  since  June.  January-November 
exports  were  1 .3  million  tons,  5  percent 
less  than  a  year  ago. 

Imports  Decline  -  Agricultural  imports 
dropped  6  percent  to  $1.9  billion  due 
primarily  to  a  decrease  in  animal  product 
imports  from  October.  Beef  imports 
dropped  to  $120  million,  and  cattle 
imports  fell  to  $1 26  million,  but  were 
stronger  than  past  November  shipments. 
Vegetable  and  fruit  imports  continued  to 
rise,  but  at  a  slower  pace  than  the 
preceding  month,  and  wine  shipments 
were  up  over  30  percent  to  $132  million 
as  shipments  advanced  to  meet 
seasonal  demand.  Sugar  imports 
continued  downward  to  $57  million, 
the  smallest  this  year.  Imports  for 
January-November  1992  totaled  $22.6 
billion,  9  percent  ahead  of  1991.  (Joel 
Greene,  202-21 9-0822) 


Imports  from  Canada  and  Mexico  - 

One-quarter  of  total  U.S.  agricultural 
imports  came  from  Canada  and  Mexico 
in  fiscal  1 992  (table  4).  Imports  from 
Canada  rose  22  percent  to  over  $3.9 
billion.  Primary  imports  were  animal 
and  meat  products  and  grains  and 
feeds.  There  were  large  gains  for 
cattle,  beef,  wheat,  and  corn  imports 
from  Canada.  Imports  from  Mexico  fell 
10  percent  to  $2.3  billion,  but  still  led 
third-place  importer  Brazil  by  nearly  $1 
billion.  Large  declines  in  cattle,  coffee, 
and  tomato  shipments  accounted  for 
much  of  Mexico’s  drop. _
